PRESS BOX: The Bucs maintain two press boxes on the first (auxiliary) and third levels 
(main press box) of Tampa Stadium. All working news media with the proper credentials 
should enter the press gate (west side of stadium). The main press box number is (813) 
875-2827. Please keep this number confidential. 


CREDENTIALS: News media representatives on assignment who do not hold press box cre- 
dentials for the season should request single-game reservations one week in advance by 
writing or calling Rick Odioso. Reserved credentials may be picked up at the press gato 
on game day. The press gate is located on the Dale Mabry Highway side (west) of Tampa 
Stadium and is open 2% hours before kickoff. 


PHOTOGRAPHERS: Field photographers should enter the press gate and proceed to the media 
room to obtain a sideline credential for field admission. No one except network television 
and game personnel will be admitted to the field without a camera. There is also a photo 
deck located on the fourth level. Space is available there on a first-come, first-served basis. 
Field photographers are cautioned that the bench area inside the 35-yard line is off-limits 
to all non-playing personnel. Field photographers must also remain at least 12 feet outside 
of the sideline boundary. 

Photographers are asked to take special note of the following conditions for use of press 
credentials: 


Any secondary non-editoral use of any picture, film/tape or drawing of the game taken 
or made by the accredited organization or individual to whom this credential has been issued 
(including but not limited to use in advertising, sales promotion or merchandising) is pro- 
hibited without prior specific written approval of the National Football League. Additionally, 
television stations are prohibited from making available game film or tape to any other 
organization even though the planned use may be editorial in nature without advance written 
permission from the NFL or one of its member clubs. Such film or tape may be aired only 
by the specific station or entity to whom this credential is issued. 


Television stations filming or taping NFL games recognize that any film or tapes may 
only be used in connection witha regularly scheduled television newcast within a seven- 
day period following the game and the film clip or taped portion of each such showing 
will not exceed two (2) minutes in length. 


Additionally, television stations agree not to use more than six (6) minutes of filmed 
or taped ‘same-day’ highlights from NFL games on any regularly scheduled news programs 
(i.e, no more than six minutes of highlights on Sunday night). This is the only exception 
to the two-minute limitation.

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LEEMAN BENNETT 


Head Coach and Vice President 


Leeman Bennett impressed all he came in con- 
tact with last year, his first as head coach of the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers, with his grace under fire 
and his ability to dwell on the positive in a largely 
negative situation, It is not a role he enjoys or ex- 
pects to continue. 

“You never like to lose and I don't intend to 
lose,” he says. “I’m not really used to it. In 21 
previous years of coaching I don’t think I ever 
went through a losing streak longer than four 
games. But when it happens you have to make 
the best of it. You go on and make something 
positive out of it.” 

While Bennett's first season was not a positive 
one, he did convince the players, staff and fans of the Bucs that good things are 
on the way. “We'll get it done,” he says and his credentials in two decades 
of coaching attest that he will. 

Bennett was hired as Tampa Bay’s second head coach on January 23, 1985 
and awarded a five-year contract. He brought six years of previous NFL head 
coaching experience to the job, garnered in a successful stint with the Atlanta 
Falcons (1977-82). Bennett took over a dormant Falcon team in 1977 and 
guided Atlanta to its first playoff appearance ever in his second season (1978). 
Other playoff appearances followed in 1980 (12-4 and NFC West champions) 
and 1982. The Falcons were 46-41 in Bennett’s six seasons at the helm. 

C. Leeman Bennett was born in Paducah, Kentucky on June 20, 1938. He 
graduated from Tilghman High School there, where he starred at quarterback 
and defensive back. He also played those positions at the University of Ken- 
tucky where he graduated in business. He earned a reputation as an earnest 
player who used intelligence and dedication to make the most out of limited 
physical talents. 

He began his coaching career as a graduate assistant at Kentucky under 
the legendary teaching coach Blanton Collier in 1961 and 1962. After two 
years in the U.S. Army, he returned to Kentucky in 1965. Other college 
coaching positions followed at Pittsburgh (1966), Cincinnati (1967-68) and 
Navy (1969). 

His first NFL position was an offensive backfield coach for the St. Louis 
Cardinals in 1970 and 1971. In 1972 he moved to the Detroit Lions and then 
accompanied his close friend Chuck Knox to the Los Angeles Rams for four 
seasons beginning in 1973. Bennett served as Knox's receiver coach and had 
play-calling responsibilities for four consecutive NFC West champion teams. 

Moving to Atlanta in 1977, Bennett quickly showed his skills as a defensive 
coach as his first Falcon team surrendered only 129 points, an NFL 14-game 
record. The 1978 Falcons qualified for the playoffs as a 9-7 wild card team, 
beating Philadelphia 14-13 in their first playoff game before being eliminated 
in a close loss to Dallas 27-20. 

The Falcons returned to the playoffs in 1980 with a stunning 12-4 record 
(no team had a better record in the NFL that year) and Atlanta's first NFC 
West title. Atlanta lost a heartbreaking 30-27 playoff decision to Dallas. 

Bennett’s 1981 team scored 426 points to lead the NFC in scoring (second 
in the NFL) but fell short of the playoffs. His final Falcon team in 1982 re- 
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turned to postseason action with a 5-4 record (the best in the NFC West that 
strike-shortened year but no formal division title was awarded). Minnesota 
won a 30-24 decision in the playoff game that was Bennett’s final as Atlanta 
coach. 

His achievements with the Falcons were recognized by Coach of the Year 
awards in three different seasons. In 1977 he was named UPI’s NFC Coach of 
the Year, In 1978 after guiding the Falcons to the playoffs for the first time 
he was tabbed as NFC Coach of the Year by the Football News and the 
Kansas City 101 Club. The Falcons’ 12-4 season in 1980 earned him con- 
sensus NFC Coach of the Year honors (PFWA, UPI, Football News, the 
Kansas City 101 Club and the Washington Touchdown Club). 

Bennett and his wife, Pat, have two sons, Paul (20 and a student at The 
Citadel) and Greg (17), He continues as president and part owner of Cumber- 
land Campers, a recreational vehicle firm in Smyrna, Georgia which he founded 
in his two-year absence from coaching (1983-84). He is interested in the prob- 
lem of drug and alcohol abuse and has been director of the impaired athletes 
program for Charter Medical Corporation and is a national board member of 
Straight, Inc. In Tampa he has also been active with the March of Dimes 
and other area charities.

ASSISTANT COACHES 


Offensive Coordinator 


JIMMY RAYE and Quarterbacks 
Enters his third season as an NFL offensive coordinator, his second with 
Tampa Bay ... rejoined Leeman Bennett in Tampa Bay in 1985 after two 
years (1983-84) under John Robinson with the L.A. Rams .., coached re- 
ceivers and directed the Ram passing game in 1983 and assumed offensive 
coordinator title in 1984 ... first worked under Bennett as his receivers coach 
in Atlanta for three years (1980-82) ... coached tight end Junior Miller and 
‘wide receiver Alfred Jenkins to the only Pro Bowl appearances of their re- 
spective careers ... a tireless worker with a sound offensive mind, he is con- 
sidered an excellent teacher ... born March 26, 1946 in Fayetteville, N.C., 
he became a standout quarterback at Michigan State in the mid ’60s 

helped Steve Juday quarterback the Spartans to a Rose Bowl appearance in 
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1965 ... the starting quarterback for the 1966 Big Ten Champion Spartans 
whose only blemish on a perfect record was a famous 10-10 tie with Notre 
Dame ... that 10-0-1 Spartan team would have gone to the Rose Bowl had it 
not been for the Big Ten’s “no repeater rule” then in effect ... completed a 
third season as Michigan State’s starting quarterback in 1967 and graduated 
in 1968 ... played in the NFL as a defensive back for the Rams and Phila- 
delphia for four years (1968-71) ... then returned to Michigan State as an 
assistant for four years (1972-75) as receivers coach ... in 1976, he coached 
quarterbacks and receivers for Fred Akers at Wyoming before moving into 
professional coaching in 1977 with San Francisco ... prior to joining Bennett 
in Atlanta (1980), he was the 49ers’ receivers coach (1977) and Detroit's of- 
fensive backs coach (1978-79) ... he and his wife, Edwina, have a daughter 
Robin (19) and a son Jimmy III (18). 


JIM STANLEY Defensive Coordinator 


Returns to coaching after one-year layoff following two seasons as head coach 
of the Michigan Panthers, who won the USFL Championship in 1983 with a 
final record of 14-6 .., with a 10-9 record in 1984, his two-year Panther 
record was 22-14 (611) in regular season and 24-15 (.615) overall ... also 
returns to an association with Buc head coach Leeman Bennett that began 
in 1969 at the Naval Academy, where both men were assistants, and later 
rejoined at Atlanta for three seasons (1980-82), where Bennett was head coach 
and Stanley defensive line coach ... initially learned his football under Bear 
Bryant as a two-way lineman at Texas A&M (1955-57) ... began coaching 
high school upon graduation ... assistant at Southern Methodist and Texas-El 
Paso ... named defensive coordinator at Oklahoma State in 1963 and re- 
mained in that position until moving to Navy where he first met Bennett ... 
after two years at Navy, he spent 1971 with Winnipeg of the CFL and was 
then named head coach at Oklahoma State in 1972 ... in six seasons as head 
coach of the Cowboys his record was 35-31-2 (.530), including a 9-3 cam- 
paign in 1976 and wins in the 1974 Fiesta Bowl and 1976 Tangerine Bowl 
... first joined the NFL in 1979 as defensive line coach of the New York 
Giants and then moved to Atlanta with Bennett for three years ... following

merger with Oakland in 1985, he devoted himself to business activities in 
Stillwater, Oklahoma ,,. overall head coaching record 59-46-2 (.562) ... born 
June 22, 1934, in Dunham, Kentucky .., married, he and his wife, Sylvia, 
have four children, Rhonda (29), Mark (27) Starlyn (24) and Matthew (18). 


KIM HELTON Offensive Line 


In just three seasons he has molded a top pass-blocking offensive line ... 
Buccaneers allowed just 40 sacks in 1985, the lowest in the NFC ,.. one of 
two on-field coaches retained by Leeman Bennett from the 1984 Buc staff, he 
first joined Tampa Bay in 1983 ... came to Tampa Bay from University of 
Miami, where he was Howard Schnellenberger’s offensive coordinator and 
line coach from 1979-82, four seasons in which Miami built itself into one of 
nation's finest teams ... has lived in Florida since birth (July 28, 1948 in 
Pensacola) ... graduate of Gainesville (FL) High School, he was a three-year 
starter at center for Florida (1967-69) ... offensive MVP on 1969 team... 
graduated with a degree in physical education ... after two seasons of high 
school coaching in Gainesville (Eastside High), he joined the University of 
Florida staff as a graduate assistant in 1972 ... a full-time member of the 
Gator staff for six seasons beginning in 1973 ... joined Schnellenberger at 
Miami in 1979 ... full name is Charles Kimberlaine Helton .,, he and his 
wife, Pamela, have two sons, Clay (14) and Tyson (9), 


DON LAWRENCE Defensive Line 


Enters his silver anniversary of coaching on either the college or pro level ... 
joined Tampa Bay in 1985 following two years with Buffalo ... now has a 
total of six years in the NFL ... born June 4, 1937 in Cleveland, Ohio, where 
he graduated from Cathedral Latin High School ... went on to Notre Dame 
for a three-year career as a two-way lineman ... a 1959 sixth round draft 
choice of the Washington Redskins, he played there for three years .,. entered 
coaching at his alma mater, Notre Dame, in 1962 ... stayed there for two 
seasons and moved on to assistantships at Kansas State (1964-65), Cincinnati 
(1966) and Virginia (defensive coordinator, 1967-70) ... promoted to head 
coach at Virginia in 1971 ... in three seasons as top man he compiled an 
11-22 record ... served as an assistant at Texas Christian (1974-75) and Mis- 
souri (1976-77) to complete 16 years of college coaching at six different col- 
leges ... moved to pro ranks with British Columbia of the CFL as defensive 
line and linebackers coach (1978-79) ... worked there with Buc running backs 
coach Vic Rapp who was head coach ... first joined the NFL as special teams 
coach at Kansas City (1980) ... coached the Chiefs’ defensive line including 
Pro Bowler Art Still for two seasons (1981-82), before joining Buffalo ... 
coached Bills’ defensive line in 1983 and served as defensive coordinator in 
1984 ... he and his wife, Barbara, have three children, Kay (22), Betsy (21) 
and Joe (20), 
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HELTON LAWRENCE 


VIC RAPP Running Backs 


Enters his 20th season of college or pro coaching and his second with Tampa 
Bay ... joined Bucs in 1985 after NEL positions with L.A. Rams (1984) and 
Houston (1983) and 11 years of coaching in the CFL ... spent six seasons as 
head coach of British Columbia (1977-82) ... compiled a 55-42-4 record and 
twice led the team to the Western Conference Championship Game ... British 
Columbia qualified for the playoffs three times in his six years ... born 
December 23, 1935, in Marionville, Missouri, he attended Southwest Missouri 
State, where he played football ... later earned his college degree at Missouri 
... began coaching at the high school level in 1958 ... entered the college 
ranks at Missouri in 1967, staying there until joining Edmonton of the CFL 
in 1972 as the offensive coordinator of the most potent offensive team in the 
CFL ... spent five seasons in that capacity with Edmonton before taking the 
head job with British Columbia in 1978 ... upon leaving Canada, he joined 
Houston for 1983 as tight ends coach and then went to Rams as tight ends 
coach and special assignments scout ... worked closely at Rams with current 
Buc offensive coordinator Jimmy Raye who was then coordinator for Los 
Angeles ... he and his wife, Carol, have three daughters, Rhonda, Paula and 
Marla. 


DICK ROACH Defensive Backs 
Enters his 20th season of college or professional coaching in 1986, his second 
coaching Buc defensive backs ... has been an integral part of molding de- 


fenses that helped win two separate league championships and has five seasons 
of experience in the NFL ... coached defensive backs at Kansas City (1978- 
80), including Pro Bowler Gary Barbaro ... despite having two starting 
rookies in the 1980 Chief secondary, the team intercepted 27 passes, the most 
by a Chief unit in 12 years ... went on to coach New England secondary in 
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ROACH SEIPLE TIPPETT 


1981 ... for two seasons (1983-84) prior to joining the Bucs, he oversaw the 
defensive secondary of the Michigan Panthers, who won their league title 
in 1983 with a stingy defense ... his first participation with a league cham- 
pion came at Montreal of the Canadian Football League, a team that won 
the 1977 title while allowing opponents a league low 245 points in 16 games 
and intercepting 32 passes to lead the league ... was defensive coordinator 
for that team which won the Grey Cup 41-6 over Edmonton ... first joined 
Montreal as defensive coordinator in 1976 .., born August 23, 1937, in Rapid 
City, S.D., he graduated from Black Hills State ... a four-year player there 
and was selected Little All-America while captaining the team .,. later went 
on to earn a master’s degree at Wyoming in 1971 ... after coaching several 
years in high school he joined Montana State as an assistant (1966-69) ... then 
moved to Oregon State in 1970 before accepting defensive coordinator posi- 
tion at Wyoming in 1971 ... after two seasons there he took same position at 
Fresno State (1973) and completed his collegiate coaching at Washington State 


(1974-75) as linebacker coach ... he and his wife, Laverne, have two sons, 
E,T. (25) and Matt (23) and a daughter Stacy Ann (21). 
LARRY SEIPLE Receivers 


Former Miami Dolphin enters his second season coaching Buc receivers and 
his seventh consecutive year of coaching receivers in the NFL ... coached 
Detroit's receiving corps from 1980 to 1984 ... born February 14, 1945 
in Allentown, Pennsylvania ... outstanding player career as a running back 
and punter at Kentucky (1964-66) ... played for Kentucky while Leeman 
Bennett was an assistant there ... had a combined rush-receiving total of 
1,835 yards in two years as a Wildcat ... also averaged 40.5 yards as a three- 
year punter ... seventh round Miami Dolphin draft choice in 1967 .., fin- 
ished 11-year Miami career with 72 receptions for 935 yards (13.0 avg.) and 
seven TDs .., had 16 carries for 159 yards as well ... career punting aver- 
age of 40.0 on 633 punts ... most famous exploit was 37-yard run on fake 
punt against Pittsburgh in 1972 AFC Championship Game which set up 
Miami's first TD .., played on three Miami Super Bowl teams, two of those 
as a winner ... led Miami receivers in 1969 with 41 receptions for 577 yards 
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and five TDs ... joined Howard Schellenberger at University of Miami upon 
retirement ,,. coached receivers there for two seasons (1978-79) before joining 
Detroit in 1980 ... he and his wife, Trudy, have two daughters, Keri Lynn 
(19) and Lori Ann (14), and a son, Larry (17). 


HOWARD TIPPETT Linebackers and Special Teams 


Enters his sixth season with Tampa Bay and his third coaching special teams 
... joined the Bucs in 1981 to coach special teams and moved to linebacker 
coach in 1982 ... handled linebackers through 1984 season before reassign- 
ment back to special teams in 1985 ... continues to assist with linebackers 
... one of two position coaches retained by Leeman Bennett in 1985 (also 
Kim Helton) ... enters his 24th consecutive season of college or professional 
coaching ... served as defensive coordinator at the college level for four 
different schools ... born in Tallassee, Alabama on September 23, 1938 ... 
graduated from Tallassee High School where he earned 13 letters and was 
quarterback during part of a 57-game win streak .,. graduated in 1958 from 
East Tennessee State (nicknamed the Buccaneers) with a degree in political 
science ... captain his senior year, averaging 57 minutes playing time as a 
quarterback and defensive back .. . coached high school football for five years 
in Kentucky and Port Arthur, Texas ..- began college coaching career at 
Tulane in 1963 as secondary and receivers coach for three seasons ... began 
15 consecutive years of linebacker coaching as a member of Jim Carlin’s staff 
at West Virginia in 1966 ... moved to Houston for four years (1967-70) ... 
returned to West Virginia under Bobby Bowden in 1971 ... assistant head 
coach and defensive coordinator in addition to linebacker duties at Missis- 
sippi State in 1972 and 1973... spent 1974 and 1975 in professional coaching 
as defensive coordinator for the Jacksonville Sharks of the WFL ... returned 
to college as defensive coordinator at Washington State in 1976, moving to 
similar positions at Oregon (1977-78) and Mississippi State (1979) ... joined 
UCLA in 1980 as linebacker coach ,.. known most simply as “Tip” ... he 
and his wife, Peggy, have two daughters, Paige and JoAnn, 


JOE DIANGE Strength and Conditioning 


Enters his third season with the Bucs supervising an expanded strength and 
conditioning program instituted in 1984... . joined the Buccaneers after two 
years as the Naval Academy's first full-time strength coordinator . . . super- 
vised the conditioning of athletes in over 30 sports at Navy . . . was also 
responsible for implementing several new conditioning programs and served as 
an advisor on the President's Council on Physical Fitness . . . served as an 
tant to Dan Riley, now the strength coach for the Washington Redskins, 
at his alma mater, Penn State, before arriving at Navy . . . graduated in 1978 
with a degree in physical education... was a starting linebacker for the 
Nittany Lions in 1976 and 1977 and stayed an additional four years as Riley’s

NOTES 

For the second time in the first six 
weeks of 1985, Tampa Bay met Chicago. 
It began a four-week stretch that saw 
the Bucs face Chicago, the Rams, Miami 
and New England, the four teams that 
went on to the conference champion- 
ship games. 

As with the first meeting between the 
Bucs and Bears, Tampa Bay took early 
command of the game with a 12-3 half- 
time lead. The Bears scored only on the 
half’s final play. 

In the second half, the plot became 
all too familiar as Chicago scored the 
first 17 points of the second half for a 
20-12 lead with eight minutes left in 
the game. 

The Bucs composed themselves to 
strike back with a 2:30, 70-yard drive of 


their own to narrow the margin to 20-19 
as Steve DeBerg completed five of five 
passes, including a 25-yard TD to Gerald 
Carter. But the Bears came right back 
with an eight-play, 83-yard drive for 
the 27-19 final. The key play was a long 
second down pass from Jim McMahon 
to Willie Gault. 

The Bears keyed on James Wilder, 
spoiling his bid for an NFL record sev- 
enth straight 100-yard game as he fin- 
ished with 29 yards on 18 carries. That 
did open the Buc passing game though, 
as DeBerg hit 23 of 43 for 346 yards and 
two touchdowns. The Buc line protected 
DeBerg well, as the Bears failed to sack 
him in his 43 pass attempts. The pass- 
ing total was the third highest net total 
in Buc history. Both Jimmie Giles (112) 
and Kevin House (100) finished with 
100-yard receiving days, the second time 
in team history the Bucs had a duo of 
00-yard receivers. 

DeBerg’s 346 yards passing was the 
most against the Bears great defense in 
4985 and he finished with six of the 14 
touchdown passes allowed by Chicago 
over the course of the season.

prior to the Miami contest. His four 
scoring catches set a new Buc record. 

Tampa Bay’s defense on the other 
hand had all it could handle with 
Miami's offense. Quarterback Dan Ma- 
rino posted the first 300-yard passing 
game of the year against the Bucs in 
directing a 38-21 apparently command- 
ing lead entering the fourth quarter. 
But the Buc defense stiffened forcing 
two turnovers and a punt on Miami's 
first three possessions of the final quar- 
ter and the Bucs marched to 17 points, 
including Donald Igwebuike’s clutch 38- 
yard tying field goal with 43 seconds 
left in the game.

November 4, 1967: Tampa Stadium is dedicated as Tennessee defeats the University 
of Tampa, 38-0. The dedication concludes planning begun in 1965 by the Tampa 
Sports Authority, an 11-member public agency formed by the Florida Legislature 
The price tag of the 46,700-seat stadium is $4.1 million. 

August 10, 1968: The first NFL preseason game is played in Tampa Stadium as 
Washington defeats Atlanta before a crowd of 42,000. 

November, 1968: First group attempting to secure an NFL franchise for Tampa Bay 
is formed. This group, known as the Suncoast Pro Football Committee, functions 
until 1972 when the Tampa Chamber of Commerce appoints the formal West Coast 
NFL task force headed by J. Leonard Levy. 

Summer, 1972: The Baltimore Colts train in Tampa and play three preseason games 
at Tampa Stadium. Some 33,000 ticket packages for the three games are sold. 
August 11, 1973: The New York Jets defeat the San Francisco 49ers, 34-14, in the 
13th preseason game staged since 1968 at Tampa Stadium. Average attendance for 
the games was 47,000. 

April 24, 1974: Tampa Bay is awarded the NFL's 27th franchise. As part of the 
franchise award for the area, Tampa Stadium will be enlarged to 72,000 seats. 
October 30, 1974: Philadelphia construction man Tom McCloskey is awarded the 
new Tampa Bay franchise, but soon backs off accepting ownership. 

December 5, 1974; Hugh F. Culverhouse, Jacksonville attorney and real estate in- 
vestor who had earlier declined ownership of the Seattle franchise for geographic 
reasons, is awarded ownership of the Tampa Bay franchise. 
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February 15, 1975: It is announced that the club will be known as the Tampa Bay 
Buccaneers, which was also the choice of a local contest to name the new team. 
April 21, 1975: Tampa Sports Authority unanimously approves a 30-year lease agree- 
ment with Buc officials for Tampa Stadium. Three days later the Tampa City Council 
votes 6-1 for approval of the stadium lease and expansion to 72,000 seats. 

July 9, 1975: Ground is broken for the Tampa Stadium expansion financed by the 
sale of $13 million in bonds by the Tampa Sports Authority. 

October 31, 1975: John McKay, four national championships behind him at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California, is announced as the head coach of the Buccaneers. 


1976 (0-14, 5th AFC West) 


March 30, 1976: The Buccaneers choose 39 players (20 offensive and 19 defensive) 
from other NFL rosters in the veteran allocation draft at the NFL offices. 

April 8, 1976: Lee Roy Selmon, All-America defensive end from Oklahoma, is the 
first pick of the entire college draft by the Bucs. He will become the Buccaneers’ 
first consensus All-Pro and NFL Defensive Player of the Year in 1979. 

July 5, 1976: The Bucs welcome the first rookies and free agents to training camp 
at their recently completed office complex known as One Buccaneer Place. By 
December, 140 players will have been at least briefly on the Bucs’ first-year roster. 
July 31, 1976: Tampa Bay’s first ever action is a preseason game at the Los Angeles 
Coliseum with the Rams. Los Angeles wins 26-3 although Pete Rajecki’s 18-yard 
field goal provides Tampa Bay's first points. 

August 14, 1976: The Buccaneers are winners for the first time, defeating Atlanta 
47-3 in a preseason game at Jacksonville’s Gator Bowl. 

August 21, 1976: After three road preseason games, the Buccaneers open at home 
in expanded Tampa Stadium in a preseason match with the Miami Dolphins. As 
67,466 fans watch, the Bucs give the veteran Dolphins all they can handle before 
succumbing, 28-21, 

September 12, 1976: Tampa Bay’s first regular season game is a 20-0 defeat at 
Houston. One week later, San Diego spoils the home opener, 23-0. 


1977 (2-12, 5th NFL Central) 


December 11, 1977: The Bucs tie an NFL record with three interceptions returned 
for touchdowns and end 26 games of frustration with a 33-14 win at New Orleans. 
Over 8,000 fans greet the team when it returns to One Buccaneer Place. 
December 18, 1977: Tampa Bay makes it two in a row with its first home win ever, 
a 17-7 triumph over the St. Louis Cardinals. 


1978 (5-11, 5th NFC Central) 


October 22, 1978: Tampa Bay defeats Chicago 33-19, to up its record to 4-4, but 
injuries cripple the team during the second half of the season. 


1979 (10-6, 1st NFC Central) 


September 30, 1979: The Bucs become the only undefeated team in the NFL (5-0) 
with a 17-13 win at Chicago. The game proves decisive in the NFL Central race 
when Tampa Bay and Chicago end the season tied at 10-6. 

December 16, 1979: The Bucs wait until the final game of the season to clinch 
their first NEC Central crown. Tampa Bay edges Kansas City 3-0 in pouring rain at 
Tampa Stadium with Neil O’Donoghue’s 19-yard fourth quarter field goal decisive 
December 29, 1979: Tampa Bay is successful in its first-ever NFL playoff appearance, 
defeating Philadelphia, 24-17, as Ricky Bell rushes for 142 yards and two TDs, 
January 6, 1980: The Bucs finish just one game short of the Super Bowl as Los 
Angeles wins the NFC Championship game at Tampa Stadium, 9-0. 
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1980 (5-10-1, 4th NFC Central) 
September 11, 1980: Tampa Bay avenges January’s NFC Championship Game defeat 
with a 10-9 victory over Los Angeles in the Buccaneers’ first appearance on ABC’s 
national television series. The game is played on a Thursday night. 


1981 (9-7, Ist NFC Central) 

June 3, 1981: A Tampa Bay Super Bowl Task Force, headed by Leonard Levy and 
assisted by Hugh Culverhouse, makes a successful presentation at the NFL Owners’ 
Meeting in Detroit and by a vote of 24-2 Tampa Stadium is selected as the site for 
Super Bowl XVIII on January 22, 1984. 

December 20, 1981: Tampa Bay wins an exciting winner-take-all showdown with 
the Detroit Lions (20-17) for the NFC Central Division title. Two weeks later 
(January 2, 1982), Dallas eliminates Tampa Bay from the playoffs. 


1982 (5-4, 7th in NFC, Super Bowl Tournament Qualifier) 

November 29, 1982: After an 0-3 start and a 57-day interruption due to the NFL 
players’ strike (9/21 to 11/15), Tampa Bay posts its first win of the season defeat- 
ing cross-state rival Miami, 23-17, in the first nationally-televised Monday night 
game at Tampa Stadium. 
January 2, 1983: The Bucs qualify for postseason play for the third time in four 
years when Bill Capece’s 33-yard field goal 3:14 into overtime provides a 26-23 
win over the Chicago Bears. The Buccaneers win five of their final six games in 
their successful late-season drive, securing each triumph in the final minute of play. 
The next Sunday (January 9, 1983), Dallas defeats Tampa Bay in playoff action for 
the second time in as many years (30-17). 


1983 (2-14, 5th NFC Central) 
November 6, 1984: James Wilder gains 219 yards rushing, the most in club history 
and the most by an NFL running back since 1977, as the injury-riddled Buccaneers 
break into the win column with a 17-12 victory at Minnesota. The season ends 
with 18 Buccaneers on injured reserve. 
January 22, 1984; Tampa Stadium hosts Super Bowl XVIII. The Los Angeles Raiders 
defeat the Washington Redskins 38-9 before a stadium record crowd of 72,920. 


1984 (6-10, 3rd NFC Central) 
September 16, 1984: Steve DeBerg relieves Jack Thompson with the Bucs trailing 
Detroit 14-0 in the second quarter. DeBerg rallies the team to a 21-17 Tampa Sta- 
dium win and goes on to start the final 13 games, 
November 5, 1984: John McKay announces his resignation as head coach, effective 
at the end of the season. It comes one day after a heartbreaking 27-24 loss at 
Minnesota on Jan Stenerud’s 53-yard field goal on the last play of the game. The 
Bucs defeat the playoff-bound New York Giants 20-17 in the first game after the 
resignation (November 11th). 
December 16, 1984: Tampa Bay defeats the Jets 41-21 in John McKay's last game 
after 25 years as a head coach. James Wilder finishes the season with 2,229 total 
yards from scrimmage, falling just 16 yards shy of breaking the NFL record of 2,244 
set two days earlier by Eric Dickerson. 
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1985 (2-14, 5th NFC Central) 


January 23, 1985: Leeman Bennett, former coach of the Atlanta Falcons, is named 
head coach. 

September 10, 1985: Quarterback Steve Young is signed to six one-year Buccaneer 
contracts. 

November 10, 1985: The Bucs win their first game with Leeman Bennett as head 
coach, shutting out St. Louis 16-0. It is the first Buc shutout since 1979. 
November 24, 1985: Steve Young makes his first NFL start as the Bucs rally past 
Detroit in overtime, 19-16. 

April 23, 1986: Lee Roy Selmon retires. His uniform number (63) will be retired 
on September 7th when the Bucs host San Francisco. 

April 29, 1986: The Bucs make Auburn running back Bo Jackson the first choice 
in the NFL draft.

On January 22, 1984 over 60,000 visiting NFL fans found out what Tampa 
Bay area fans have always known—Tampa Stadium is an unsurpassed venue 
for championship professional football. For it was on that day that Tampa 
Stadium became only the eighth structure to host a Super Bowl (Stanford Sta- 
dium is now the ninth). 

With a minimum of excess area around the field, seats clustered around mid- 
field and no pillars obstructing view, Tampa Stadium offers excellent sightlines 
for fans of any event. The high grade Bermuda grass with its 18-inch crown 
has excellent drainage and ranks high on all lists of outstanding playing sur- 
faces in the NFL. 

With the addition of extra seating in 1983 including 36 private boxes over 
the east stands, Tampa Stadium now seats 74,315 for Buccaneer games. With 
the addition, Tampa Stadium is now the third largest stadium in the NFC. 
Only the Pontiac Silverdome and Giants Stadium can boast greater capacity. 
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The Super Bowl game between the Los Angeles Raiders and the Washington 
Redskins set a new stadium attendance record of 72,920. The prior mark of 
72,033 was set at the January 6, 1980 NFC Championship Game between the 
Buccaneers and the Los Angeles Rams. 

The stadium originally seated 46,500 fans in concrete stands along either 
sideline. Construction started in October, 1966 and Tampa Stadium was dedi- 
cated on November 7, 1967. The initial structure cost only $4.6 million. In this 
configuration it served as home to the University of Tampa as well as other 
college football games and professional preseason contests. 

As part of the awarding of an NFL franchise to Tampa Bay in 1975, the 
end zones were enclosed to raise seating capacity to over 72,000, Other addi- 
tions in 1975 were new computerized scoreboards at either end and an addi- 
tional level on the press box above the west stands. 

The complex is administered by the Tampa Sports Authority, a public board 
composed of 11 members from both the city of Tampa and Hillsborough 
County which was established by the State of Florida in 1965. In December 
Tampa Stadium will play host to its first College bowl game, the 1986 Hall

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LIMITED INSTANT REPLAY SYSTEM TO BE USED IN 1986 


At the NFL Annual Meeting in March 
1986, the clubs adopted (by a 23-4-1 
vote) a one-year system of limited In- 
stant Replay of officiating calls for 1986. 

The NFL has discussed Instant Re- 
play in some degree or other since the 
early 1970s. The League experiment- 
ed in 1976 and 1978 using two basic 
frameworks—an independent system 
using cameras, replay machines, and 
technicians separate from the network 
covering the game, anda “no frills” ap- 
proach using existing television cover- 
age. 

In 1985, the NFL used the network 
feed of nine nationally televised presea- 
son games to experiment with the ba- 
sic system that later was adopted for 
1986. A total of 28 plays were exam- 
ined closely (17 confirmed call, 4 were 
inconclusive, 1 was reversed, and 6 
had no replay shown). 


Whats the objective of this system? 

The clubs feel that on certain plays 
the telecast viewed by the general pub- 
lic should be used to correct an indis- 
putable error. The system will be used 
to reverse an on-field decision only 
when the Replay Official has indisputa- 
ble visua/ evidence available to him 
that warrants the change. 

Is the television network carrying the 
game part of the review process? 

No. Although the Replay Official will 
be viewing the live network feed, there 
is no communication to television per- 
sonnel as to what plays to show or not 
to show. 

What is the step-by-step procedure 
of a play review? 

The Replay Official will view game 
action and a play will be replayed im- 
mediately on one of the two monitors, 
while the other monitor continues to re- 
cord the live feed. 

The Replay Official makes a deter- 
mination if further study of the play is 


needed. If not, there is no contact with 
thefield and play continues 

If the Replay Official believes an er- 
ror may have been made, the Umpire 
will be contacted (via a paging device 
worn at the beltline), and he then will 
use a walkie-talkie for further communi- 
cation with the Replay Official. 

The Replay Official will watch re- 
play(s) on one or both monitors and com- 
plete his review within a reasonable 
period (probably 15-20 seconds) after 
the play is over. (If there is a time oul, 
the Replay Official would not be re- 
stricted to the 15-20-second period.) 

The Replay Official will inform the Um- 
pire of his decision, and the Referee 
will make the appropriate announce- 
ment on the wireless microphone, 

The limited Instant Replay system 
concentrates on plays of possession 
or touching (e.g., fumbles, receptions, 
interceptions, muffs) and most plays 
governed by the sidelines, goal lines, 
end lines, and line of scrimmage (e.g., 
receiver or runner in or out of bounds, 
forward or backward passes. breaking 
the plane of the goal line). 

However, the Instant Replay system 
will not include the following fouls: clip- 
ping; encroachment and offsides; 
grasp of facemask; false start; defen- 
sive pass interference; offensive pass 
interference; offensive holding and ille- 
gal use of hands; illegal batting or 
punching ball; illegal block on free kick 
or scrimmage kick; illegal crackback; 
iegal motion; illegal use of forearm or 
elbow; illegal use of hands by de- 
fense; illegally kicking the ball; illegally 
snapping the ball; intentional ground- 
ing; member of the punting team down- 
field early; illegal formation; palpably un- 
fair act; piling on; roughing the passer; 
running into or roughing the kicker; strik- 
ing, kicking, or kneeing; unnecessary 
roughness: unsportsmanlike conduct; 
and use of the helmet as a weapon.
